WASHINGTON. July 5—The gas- 


oline supply of the British dirigible 
R-34 is rarmiag short as the great air- 
ship battled strong head winds over 
Nova Scotia, according to a wireless 
intercepted by the navy here today. 
The big blimp reached Sydney. X. S..! 
at 9 o'clock last night having crossed 
tiie ocean in 60 hours. 


The navy later received a messaga 


asking whether a destroyer "if requir- 
ed." could be sent to take a dirigibln 
in tow.
